EAT LESS OR LET OTHERS HELP? 
Europe s Pantry Woes 
Place FDRs at Odds 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(INS)—Washington observers were 
puzzied tonight by an apparent paradox in news conference state- 
ments by President Roosevelt and his wife, which seemed to be at 
odds on the question of America feeding needy people of the rest 
of the world. 

It was noted that on Thursday Mrs. Roosevelt, at her news con- 
ference, was quoted by feminine reporters as saying that the job of 
feeding Europe was not for America alone to do. 

The first lady was further quoted as saying that the United States 
should not permit its domestic food situation to be crippled. 

“I don’t see why we should feed Europe,” she was quoted as 
saying, adding: 

“J think that there are a lot of other nations that can and should 
help.” 


Would Consume 10 Per Cent Less 


On Friday, the President during his news conference declared 
that America must tighten its belt to feed needy peoples of Europe. 

Mr. Roosevelt declared that if America can slash its consumption 
of a given commodity, such as sugar, ten per cent in order to prevent 
some country, such as Holland, from starvihg to death he thought 
people should do so. 

The President said that the United States, by slashing consump- 
tion of a given food by ten per cent, still will fare pretty well, and 
added that the ten per cent might make every difference in lands 
that actually are starving. 

Mr. Roosevelt observed that he could not bring himself to believe 
that America had suffered on the home front as a result of the war 
to any extent comparable with countries whose soil has been or is 
battleground. 


“Can't Compromise With Decency’ 


The war, Mr. Roosevelt emphasized to correspondents, is not won 
and before the final victory the United States will be forced to tighten 
its belt more than ever in the past. 

The President emphasized that Americans are decent people, agd 
that if they can help feed their Allies, rescue them from starvation, 
and thus shorten the war, they should do so. He added that there 
can be no compromise with decency. a 

Another factor was seen in the order of War Mobilizer James 
F. Byrnes on March 11, establishing an inter-agency committee to 
give over-all supervision of exports of food and other commodities. 

In establishing the committee Byrnes said: 

“Consideration must be given immediately to commitments which 
were made in the past, but which now appear capable of fulfillment 
only with serious impact on our own civilian economy, and it may 
be necessary to reconsider these commitments with the countries to 
which they have been made.” 


U. S. Horn of Plenty 
Drained, Krug Warns 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—(INS)—J. A. Krug, chairman of the 
War Production Board, warned the United States and her Allies 
today that this nation’s “inexhaustible” horn of plenty is running out. 

In an exclusive interview with International News Service, Krug 
stepped into the charged controversy over American food and re- 
sources and declared that “we must explore all the factors that will 
reduce to a minimum the net drain on American goods, including 
food, textiles and such basic materials as steel and lead.” 


Clashes Sharp 


East Prussia Bastion 
south of Koenigsberg 
Toppled in Assault 


LONDON, March 17.—(4)—Red 
Army tanks and infantry, attack- 
ing behind massed fire from 1,000 
heavy guns, battered three miles 
into Stettin’s crumbling defenses 
on the east bank of the Oder to- 
day and in East Prussia toppled 
the key Nazi stronghold of Bran- 
denburg, nine miles southwest of 
blazing Koenigsberg. 


Narrowing the Nazi bridgehead 
across the Oder’s mouth southeast 
of the prize Baltic port, troops of 
Marshal Gregory K. Zhukov’s 
First White Russian Army cap- 
tured Frauenhof, four and one-half 
miles south of the Pomeranian 
capital. 

Berlin said the Russians also 
had broken through Nazi lines to 
Altdamm, last big bdstion on the 
east and three and one-half miles 
from Stetttin, in a day of “most 
murderous” fighting. 


Two thousand more German 
prisoners were taken, the Russian 
communique said. 

A Moscow radio front report an- 
nounced that the Red army had 
killed more than 20,000 Germans 
and destroyed more than 600 tanks 
in repelling German  counterat- 
tacks in a 13-day battle near Lake 
Balaton, southwest of Budapest, 
capital of Hungary. 


Along with Brandenburg in East 
Prussia, forces of the Third White 
Russian Army captured nine other 
towns and villages in a relentless 
smash toward the last two remain- 
ing bastions of Heiligenbeil and 
Braunsberg in the Germans’ dwin- 
dling coastal pocket southwest of 
the provincial capital. More than 
700 prisoners were taken. 


Bearing down on Stettin, Zhu- 
kov’s troops also captured Berg- 
land and Wilhelmsfelde on the 
coast of the Dammscher sea, five 
miles northeast of the port, being 
ground to rubble by hufe forces of 
Soviet artillery and planes. 

The Germans described the bat- 
tle for Stettin as a “‘battle of great- 
est importance for future opera- 
tions.” 


Italian Front 


ROME, March 17.—()—Patrols 
of the Allied Fifth and Eighth 
Armies engaged in sharp clashes 
with German units all along the 
rapidly-drying Italian front today 
after forces of the U. S. First Ar- 
mored Division made an unsuc- 
cessful effort to capture Salvaro, 
a small town just east of the 
Bologna-Pistonia highway. 

The First Armored, which took 
part in the breakout at Anzio and

A legislative investigation into 
Georgia’s entire eleemosynary, ed- 
ucational and penal programs— 
with a_ possible view toward 
spending millions in moderniza- 
tion—has been asked by Gov.

Arnall predicted the probers 
would find that Georgia needs a 
building program costing between 
$100,000,000 and $150,000,000. The 
committee investigating Milledge- 
ville said $10,000,000 is needed 
to make necessary improvements 
at the insane hospital. 

“I would like for the legislative 
committee not only to include rec- 
ommendations as to a_ building 
program, but also as to the op- 
eration of the present facilities 
with any suggestions as to how 
the operations may be improved,” 
the chief executive wrote Senate 
President Frank Gross and House 
Speaker Roy Harris. “Even though 
we are now at war, personnel is 
hard to obtain and building is 
more or less out of the question 
at this time, yet we can canvass 
the needs of Georgia for the ben- 
efit of the general assembly so 
that some action may be taken 
by that body.”

The course also outlines proper 
methods of refrigerating, storing 
and preparing of food to prevent 
food poisoning. Two films, “Eat- 
ing Out” and “Slinging Hash,” 
accompany the lectures. 

Instructors for the Atlanta 
courses, which are held in school 
and company cafeterias, are Mrs. 
Mary Alice Kinney, white food 
handling instructor; Alpha Hines, 
Negro food handling instructor; 
Dr. L. M. Petrie, director of the 
State Health Department’s Hy- 
giene Service; Lt. J. R. Culp and 
H. G. Elrod, state milk sanitation 
specialists, and Robert Speer, 
chemist, with the Atlanta Health 
Department.

The news reveals that Joseph, who is known to Atlanta 
friends as “Mittou,” tried twice to escape from a Nazi prison 
before bringing his third thrilling attempt to successful conclusion. 
His relatives here were aware that when France collapsed in 1940, 
he had fallen into German hands while fighting with the French 
army. 

Since his escape, he has been married to lovely Sylvia de Ger- 
man-Ribon y-Venzeula at a Paris ceremony, and he and his bride 
are now residing in an apartment directly across from his mother, 
whose home on the Place des Etats Unis near the Arc de 
Triomphe. Sylvia, it seems, was born in London and received her 
education in France, .hough her family has long been identified 
with the cultural, financial and social circles of Bogota, the capital 
of Colombia in South America, of which they are natives. Her 
parents now live in a romantic chateau not far from Paris.

[Murals Feature 
University Series 
Recent Issue 


By JOY BARNETT. 

“Charlot Murals in Georgia,” 
volume three of the University of 
Georgia press series on fine arts 
in this state. combines fine book 
making with original material 
sbout the three murals which Jean 
Charlot has completed in the state. 


In addition to containing full 
color and black and white photo- 
graphs of Charlot’s work, the vol- 
ume features commentaries by the 
actist on fresco painting in gen- 
eral and his Georgia murals in par- 
ticular. Charlot himself designed 
the format 2f the book, according 
to geometrical rules, and Richard 
N. McArthur, of Atlanta, super- 
vised the manufacture of the book. 

The nature of painting on fresh 
plaster on bare wall spaces, the 
difficulties of optical and actual 
proportions, as well as mural col- 
ors and geometrical problems are 
pointed out by the French-Mexi- 
can painter. 

The three Charlot murals in the 
state are in the McDonough post 
office, the exterior of the Fine Arts 
building, University of Georgia, 
and the interior of the Henry W. 
Grady School of Journalism, Uni- 
versity of Georgia. He painted 
them, and -vrote the book about 
them while he was artist-in-resi- 
dence at the university from 1941 
to 1944. . 

Well known as one of the out- 

sianding fresco painters of Ameri- 

ca, Charlot is the author of “Art 
From the Mayans to Disney,” and 
co-author of “The Temple of the 
Warriors,” on Mayan archaeology, 
which he has studied extensively. 
He has just been awarded a Gug- 
genheim fellowship to complete 
his writing of a “History of Mexi- 
can Mural Painting.” 

A native of France, he went to 
Mexico after World War I, where 
he participated in a Carnegie In- 
stitution archaeological expedition 
into the Yucatan to study Mayan 
ruins. An expedition, according to 
lamar Dodd in the introduction of 
the book, “which confirmed his 
taste for this type of art and ir- 
revocably made his standards in 
painti ng those of genuine Mexican

NEW BOOK NEWS 
By John E. Drewry

THERE IS A TENDENCY for 
intellectuals to speak sniffishly of 
self-help books. It is true that 
many such volumes are of no 
great value. Some, however, have 
real substance and could be read 
with profit by the very ones who 
are most critical of them. A cur- 
rent example is the new “Your 
Problem—Can It Be Solved?” 
(Macmillan) by Dwight J. Brad- 
ley. 

The theme of this volume is that 
everyone has problems. These 
vary, of course, with different in- 
dividuals and circumstances. But 
basically a problem is a problem 
and, just as in mathematics there 
are established rules for getting 
the right answer, so in life there 
are guides for solving the vicis- 
situdes of everyday adjustments. 
It is about these guides that Mr. 
Bradley writes, and he does so 
with sense and readability. 

RECOGNITION and a willing- 
ness to face and do something 
about one’s problems are stressed 
as a fundamental even to read- 
ing this book. “The question is,” 
writes the author, “do you wish 
to attack your problem and en- 
deavor to solve it, or do you pre- 
fer simply to go on living with 
it like the ascetic who sleeps on 
a bed of nails or the Spartan boy 
who hid a fox in his breast? This 
is a matter of purely personal 
choice. No one can force you to 
do either thing. It is up to you, 
wy ta one! to decide.” 

Dr. Bradley warns his readers 


that he offers “no easy comfort.” | 


His pages are designed “to call 
you out on an adventure of ex- 
ploration into more § satisfying 


ways of living. And adventures | 
always involve danger and disci- | 
pline. The important questions. 


have no easy answer. ... If you 
are able to read on with under- 
standing the chances are that your 
problem can be solved.” 

Some of the subjects which Dr. 
Bradley discusses—and his sug- 
gestions seem to be well found- 
ed psychologically and religious- 
ly—are “Of What Are Human 
Problems Made?’’, “The Know- 
how of Problem Solving,” “How 
to Diagnose Your Problem,” “Six 
Typical Problems and Their So- 


lution,” and “How Does Your! 


fects of egoism in all relation- 
ships; the effects of fear and anx- 
iety; the failure of religion to 
maintain its integrity and power; 
the survival of outmoded insti- 
tutions; the survival of supersti- 
tion; irrational tabus, mores, cus- 
toms; conditions that frustrate 
personalities; the destruction of 
life by unnecessary accidents,. and 
the perversion of human relation- 
ships by hatred. 

There is a close and significant 
relationship between  problem- 
solving and religion, in the best 
meaning of the word, maintains 
Dr. Bradley. “The one whom you 
worship,” he writes, “is the divine 
and universal problem-solver. 
Your’ relationship with Him 
through worship is, therefore, the 
most potent factor in the solution 


of your problem. It also stimu- 


lates in you, if it is carried clear 
through, a desire to share with 
Him in the task of problem-solv- 
ing on-a scale broader than that 
of your personal life situation. 
Thus, worship can be described 
as an essential part in the proc- 
ess of problem-solving on its pro- 
founder levels and in its broader 
aspects.” 


The author of this book is a 
writer, teacher, minister and con- 
sultant, who’ has traveled exten- 
sively here and abroad as he has 
studied and specialized in the 
problems of human relations.

To Increased Play Here

Remember the Scotchman who hired a caddy and told him to go 
out and find a ball so he could start playing? That sort of thing may 
become a reality in Atlanta and elsewhere this year with the golf 
ball shortage gaining unprecedented proportions. 


The inability of the duffers to 
find little white pellets to hit 
probably will be the only thing 
that will keep Atlanta’s five mu- 
nicipal golf clubs, under the direc- 
tion of General Manager George 
Simons and his city parks depart- 
ment staff, from enjoying an even 
better year than they did in 1944 
which showed a considerable in- 
crease in play over 1943. 

Despite all wartime restrictions 
every course in the city, with the 
exception of John A. White, had 
heavier play last year than the 
year before, and White was only 
a few hundred off the pace set in 
1943. 

Revenue from Bobby Jones, 
Piedmont Park, James L. Key, 
Candler Park and John A. White 
totaled $28,257.25 in 1944 as com- 
pared to $23,831.25 the year be- 
fore. 

Pro Chick Ridley’s Piedmont 
Park course drew 28,389 budding 
Sam Sneads as compared with 
20,917 in 1943. The course receipts 
totaled $7,097.25. Pro Billy Wil- 
son's Bobby Jones layout, the only 
18-hole course, had 15,126 players 
as compared with 13,939 in 1943 
and topped all the courses in re- 
ceipts with $10,737 as a result of 
higher green fees charged there. |

RECALLING THE OLD STARS 


Artie Pew Rated 
Among Bulldog Bests 


By JACK TROY, 
Constitution Sports Editor. 


Brilliant achievements of American infantrymen and tank units 
in the Coblenz sector have brought back a rush of memories to 
Arthur Pew, one of the University of Georgia’s immortal linemen. 
Pew could well be termed an all-time Georgia tackle. But when 
other positions needed to be filled in his day, Pew was trained to 
play any other position from end to end. And did. 

There was a two-year skip from Pew’s first year at Georgia, 
1916, until he returned as captain in 1919 and finished a great career. 
In 1917 and 1918 he was Marine Private Pew. The Marines were 
establishing beachheads across the Rhine then. And Pew served 
for a time with the Army of Occupation. “I became very familiar 
with the Coblenz sector once again occupied by our troops,” he 
pointed out the other day. 

WAS GREAT TACKLE. 

It's not necessary to remind the old-timers what sort of a line- 

man Artie Pew was. But, for the enlightenment of the younger 
generation, Coach Xen Scott, of 
Alabama, said, following Ala- 
bama’s two-field-goal victory in 
1919— 

“Arthur Pew is the _ best 
tackle Alabama has faced, not 
even excepting Josh Cody.” 

Pew was playing when Tech 
and Georgia broke off relations 
in 1916. Tommy Spence, who 
later was killed in the war, led 
the Tech victory. 

Georgia and Auburn played 

'= their first game in Columbus 

— in 1916. And that was the year 

# of the late Moon Ducote’s fa- 

= mous “helmet” field goal. 

: Late in the third period Au- 
burn had the ball on Georgia’s 
45-yard line. Ducote dropped 
back to try for a field goal and, 
to the surprise of everyone, he 
made a tee out of his helmet. 
Ducote kicked the goal and Au- 
burn won the game, 3 to 0. 
Later the rules committee de- 
cided that a goal so scored was 
illegal, but the score remains 
in the books as a victory for 
Auburn. 

Leading up to the Dartmouth 
game in 1921, Georgia played 
Alabama on Saturday and 
Clemson on Thanksgiving. That 

Pee amounted to three tough games 
7 in a week’s time. 

PEW Dartmouth’s Jim Robertson 

had been advertised as being 

under the weather. Robertson, however, played tackle and pro- 
ceeded to smear the Bulldogs in the first half. Just before the half 
ended, he dropped into the backfield. There was just time enough 
left for one play. Robertson threw a pass that traveled 55 yards 

_ in the air. Lynch had timed the catch perfectly and stepped across 
the goal for the game’s only touchdown. 

HOLD ’EM GAW-GY 

It also was in the 1921 season that Bum Day immortalized the 
saying, “Hold "Em Gaw-gy!” The Bulldogs were playing Harvard. 
And, despite the fact that the Georgia line held the great Owens, 
Harvard All-America, for four downs at the one-yard line, the 
Crimson won the game, 10-7. 

Georgia had no southern losses in '21. There had been only a 
7-7 tie with Vandy to mar the record. In 1920 there had been no 
losses, only a scoreless tie with Virginia. 

But ’21 was a notable year, for at season’s end Georgia had four 
linemen on the composite All-Southern—Owen Reynolds, end; Pew, 
tackle: Puss Whelchel, guard, and Bum Day, center. . 

Reynolds and Day and Pew also had made the All-Southern in 
1920. 

“We played more defensive football than otherwise in my day,” 
Pew pointed out. “Our coaches were Alex Cunningham, ae 
Stegeman and Jimmy DeHart. The games lagged in the fourth 
quarter because a lineman rarely ever had a substitute. 

“It was sort of revolutionary in 1919 when we played Florida at 
Tampa and Coach Cunningham held Buck Cheves out in the first 
half. The field was sandy and there was no score in the first half. 
GOT OUT OF SAND 

“There was one grassy spot up the field and when Cheves came 
in we implored him to get us out of the sand. He took the ball 
end ran about 40 yards. He put it down and said, ‘Well, I got us

Help Is Needed 
To Train 3,000 
Youths This Summer

The Red Cross is calling on 
the “old timers” again to help 
carry it on one of its bigges: and 
most worth-while programs—that 
of teaching some 3,000 youngsters 
how to swim during the summer 
vacation months. 

With the nation’s younger men 
off fighting a global war, the Red 
Cross is faced with a major cur- 
tailment and maybe collapse of its 
water safety service which offers 
five courses in swimming and two 
courses in life saving, unless men 
not in service come to the rescue. 


Volunteer instructors must be 
over 19 years of age, in good phys- 
ical condition and _ reasonably 
good swimmers. It is also necés- 
sary to the success of the pro- 
gram that they be able to give 
some service during the daytime 
this summer. 


Mrs. Blanche Bevins, in charge 
of the Atlanta program, announc- 
ed Saturday that a refresher 
course for all swimmers who have 
been trained and have qualified 
as Red Cross instructors, will be- 
gin Monday night at 7:30 o’clock 
at the YWCA, lasting all week. 
She urges all who have such 
qualifications to be on hand. Each 
night’s program will last until 
about 10 o’clock. 


“War workers on night shifts, 
people with two or three days a 
week free, such as firemen, air- 
line pilots and hostesses, house- 
wives and school teachers could 
help us most since they will-have 
more time during daylight hours, 
when most of the kids will need 
instruction,” Mrs. Bevins said. 

Following the refresher course 
starting Monday, it is planned to 
hold a water safety instructor 
training course at the YWCA 
pool, beginning about the middle 
of March. Anyone desiring to 
aid in the summer program 
should get in touch with Mrs. 
Bevins at Atwood 1601 before this 
school begins. 

The Red Cross water safety 
service consists of training for be- 
ginners, intermediates, then the 
swimmer, advanced swimmer and 
finally the functional swimmer, 

In addition to training children 
to swim and helping adults im- 
prove their swimming, the Red 
Cross furnishes lifeguards at the 
various pools in Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county during the summer 
months.

ceeded the quality of shows presented here under the guise of a 
“Broadway production.” 

In the first place, Belyeu maintains, many a struggling young 
actor was given his first chance to show his wares in a barn 
theater much like the one operated by the Atlanta Theater Guild.... 

“Young actors just don’t jump from high school dramatic 
classes 4o Broadway in one big step,’”’ Belyeu said. “The train- 
ing they get in the barn theaters irons out the many kinks and the 
young thespians gain confidence and stage presence through 
these appearances.” 

The Cleveland Playhouse, one of the largest and most effi- 
ciently operated groups of this kind, with a roster of players num- 
bering in the hundreds, has contributed scores of players to the 
Broadway stage and Hollywood. . , . These players, without the 
dramatic training picked up in the Cleveland Playhouse, might 
have been discouraged about a career in dramatics and would have 
given up the ship, thus depriving Broadway of much needed 
talent. ...

I was called out to review a recent Shubert production—and 
mind you the Shuberts are among the most noted producers on 
Broadway—of “The Merry Widow” at the Erlanger theater. ... 
I can truthfully say this was one of the hammiest exhibitions of 
dramatics I have ever seen. ... And the discouraging thing about 
it was that none of the “professional” actors were trying. ... One 
of the leading male characters didn’t know any of his lines and a 
prompter in the stage wing shouted them to him in such a voice 
as to be heard on the back row.... 

Amateur theater groups might not measure up to Mr. Shubert’s 
qualifications, but they do try and a little effort goes a long way 
in my books.... 

Taking into consideration the fact that the amateur actors 
have so little time to spend on their stage work and have but 
little money to spend on costumes and settings, I think they do 
right well.... 

They exert themselves and that is more than I can say for 
many a so-calléd professional outfit, which has caused me to 
squirm in my seat many, many times at the Erlanger theater. ...

Stimulating, Amusing 


It so happened, during the past week, I was 
present at two luncheons given in honor of a 


‘ | , visiting southern novelist. The lady in question 
is Christine Govan, of Chattanooga, who wrote one of the current 
pieces of more important and intriguing fiction, “Jennifer House.” 
I haven’t yet read the book, though there is a copy out home. 
Friend wife had first go at it and, while she has voiced no par- 
ticularly sapient criticism to be handed’on here, she seemed quite 
interested during the reading. 

However, that is all merely to say this column is no book re- 
view, this morning. I can report that Mrs. Govan is indubitably 
a very delightful sort of person herself. She is what she herself 
would call buxom in build, jovial in manner and utterly depend- 
able in expression. Her conversation was both entertaining and 
instructive, in a thoroughly informal sort of way. 

What I was thinking about, though, was the general impres- 
sion after two days of lunching with groups numbering a high 
proportion of book writers among them. We have a good-sized 
colony of these literati in Atlanta. Everyone can name half a 
dozen. Margaret Mitchell, Minna Hite Moody, Medora Field, etc. 
And, inevitably, at luncheons for visiting authors, some of these 
local producers of the bound volume are present. 

Perhaps, then, you would be interested in some impressions of 
a sort of “average” or composite of the Atlanta author sitting 


at the luncheon table. 

Talk Shop In the first place, they talk shop. Just as do bank- 
ers and plumbers, bakers and surgeons, musicians 

and street car operators. And newspapermen, 

They talk about their books and their sales and about each 
others’ books and their sales. They comment upon the finer 
points in books written by folks not present. They are generally 
on the kindly side in whatever criticism they may voice but only 
occasionally do they bestow unqualified enthusiasm on any book. 

It is, more often, along the line of, “brilliantly done, but.. .” 

Authors seem to enjoy, even more than physicians, the telling 
of anecdotes, either of actual experience or of the simple humor 
variety. They have a-good repertoire, too, ranging all the way 
from the intimacy of the boudoir and the raciness of the smoker, 
to the gentle gibes of extremely youthful children.

And, no matter what the type of writing they do themselves, they 
are, almost without exception, confirmed whodunit readers and 
work up more excited enthusiasm in discussing the late press 
output in that class of escape literature than in any other.

And Pretext 


We are naturally greatly dis- 
turbed by the many charges and 
countercharges of corruption 
against public officials, and the 
increasing number of investigation 
committees of our legislative bod- 
ies to ‘determine the truth or fal- 
sity of such charges. It is well to 
pause and ask, is there more cor- 
ruption, or is the public con- 
science becoming more sensitive 
to wrongdoing? 

Some years ago Theodore Roose- 
velt revived Bunyan’s allegorical 
figure of the “Muckraker.” He 
was one who merely stirred the 
filth by raking it back and forth. 
Of course, if this is all we do in 
our investigations, it would be far 
' better to let the filth fester undis- 
'turbed. It is true that the ““Muck- 
'raker” is ever abroad, winning no- 
'toriety by his raucus cry of cor- 
‘ruption, but I am sure there is, 
‘also, an increasing demand on the 
part of the public for honest and 
unselfish servants. 


This very situation, 
brings with it dangers. Unright- 
eousness, when attacked, defends 
itself by calling its evil good. This 
is the field day for the hypocrite, 
and the voice of the demagogue is 
multiplied in the land. Poisonous 
adulterations are labeled “pure 
food,” and vice too often parades 
in the garments of virtue. On the 
other hand good is attacked by 
calling it evil. The most sacred in- 
stitutions amd customs are often 
assailed in the name of righteous- 
ness, The thief joins the pursuers 
crying “stop thief,” and the prose- 
cutor of unrighteousness finds 
himself called upon to defend him- 


'disappointed to 


self by some Pegler-prosecutor. 

In such a confusion of moral 
tongues there is a real danger that 
we may loose our powers of ethi- 
cal discrimination, and fulfill that 
terrible prophecy of becoming 
those who “call evil good, and 
good evil.” But there is a more 
deadly danger than that, which 
‘grows out of a moral confusion. 
It is the danger of the loss of be- 
lief that there is any moral dis- 
tinction. Worn out by the con- 
‘flicting claims of partisans, each 
plausible and convincing — often 
find that one’s 
good is evil, or that the evil which 
one fought is good—there is dan- 
ger of a terrible reaction. Men are 
tempted to give up the contest, 
with the tragic verdict, there is no 
good, and no evil. 

To my mind, here is the need of 
the fundamental message of re- 
ligion for our day. It must be the 
clear proclamation that there is a 
good, and that Good is God. Men 
must be brought to believe that to 
seek God is to seek the good, and 
that to seek the good is to seek 
God. There can be no divorce- 
ment of religion from morals 
without the death of both. Here 
is the essence of the Christian re- 
ligion, It believes that Jesus is 
the revelation of the righteous- 
ness of God. Men nailed that 
righteousness to a cross, but it 
would not stay dead. Despite bigots 


ness ‘is real and immortal. 

More than that, He proved that 
men can be good. He was tempt- 
ed, just as we are, to believe men 
are incapable of goodness. That is 
the meaning of the pictured temp- 
tation in the wilderness, when 
Satan says to Him: “If you want 
to win men, you must bow down 
to me.” The reply of Jesus is His 
defense of human nature itself. 
“Out of my way. This world does 
not belong to evil.” He comes out 
of that experience with faith in 
the possibilities of men. “They 
will hear my voice. I, if I be lift- 
ed up will draw all men unto 
me.” There igs something in hu- 
‘man nature which will respond to 
'the appeal of the beautiful, the 
‘true, and the good. If Jesus be 
true, there can be created a pub- 
lic conscience, sensitive to the ap- 
peal of goodness.

McCutcheon Pleased 
With New Constitution 


The man who knows Georgia’s present and 
proposed constitutions, word-for-word and comma- 
for-comma, perhaps better than anybody else says 

that: “Fundamentally the revised edition is the same document of 
1887 brought to the needs of the present day.” The gentleman 
doing the talking is Pat McCutcheon, who, as clerk of the consti- 
tution redrafting commission and clerk of the house of representa- 
tives, has rewritten the old and the revised constitutions six times, 
When he was named clerk of the redrafting commission in Novem- 
ber, 1943, Pat worked with the attorney general assembling the 
original constitution with its nearly 300 amendments into one book- 
let form for the benefit of the commission. In the summer of 1944, 
Pat assembled all the changes made by the redrafters and published 
a revised constitution. Then the commission came back into ses- 
sion. In December, 1944, McCutcheon published a new constitution 
as completed by the redrafters. Then he published the old con- 
stitution in the legislative manual so the general assembly mem- 
bers could compare it with the revised document. When the house 
got through working over the proposed constitution, McCutcheon 
enrolled and engrossed it and sent it to the senate. The senate 
added its changes. Then a joint legislative committee co-ordinated 
the house and senate versions, and the proposal was approved by 
the general assembly, and Pat enrolled and engrossed it to be signed 
by the Governor. 


This document is now in the hands of printers. When proofs 
are okayed by a legislative committee, it will be published so the 
people will know what they are voting on next August. 


a. . The constitution under which Geor- 
Eliminates Confusion gia is at present operating is very 
confusing, with its conflicting paragraphs, McCutcheon said. There 
are conflicting paragraphs even on the number of members of the 
legislature. One paragraph says Georgia shall have 51 members, 
another says 52 members. One paragraph says the eight largest 
counties shall have three representatives, while another says only 
the six largest counties shall have three representatives. A student 
attempting to find out the constitutionality of certain finances might 
have to look throughout the present constitution to find his in- 
formaion, because clauses on finances are scattered from one end 
to the other. Under the section entitled the “legislature” are such 
things unconnected with the general assembly as “insurance” and 
“wife’s separate estate.” The revised document places all items 
pertaining to finances under a section entitled “finances.” It as- 
sembles all things pertaining to the legislature to the legislature, 
and moves such things as “insurance” and “wife’s separate estate” 
to the section entitled “insurance.” 


In Pat’s opinion, the five greatest achievements of the proposed 
new constitution are: 1. Repealing poll tax; 2. Prohibiting legis- 
lating local elective officials out of office; 3. Permitting cities and 
counties to issue revenue anticipation certificates for public power 
business; 4. Liberalizing purposes for which local governments can 
levy taxes; and 5. Raising pay for legislators. Y 


Returning to his thought that the fundamentals of the present 
constitution are carried forward in the proposed new document, 
McCutcheon, an Atlanta and Dallas lawyer, says: “The clause per- 
mitting the state to tax the Georgia railroad is the only change 


in the Bill of Rights.”

CHINA'S UNDERGROUND CITIES 


From weird networks of caves 
and tunnels, peasant armies 
dash out to kill Japs. Here’s 


what a U.S. reporter saw . . 


AR for most Americans is an epic strug- 
W*.. of tanks, planes, ships and big guns 
But I've just come back from a part of the 
world where the people are fighting back with 
firecracker powder, slogans, wooden cannons 
and dead dogs. And — most amazing of all 
they’re conducting campaigns from under- 
ground tunnels complete with trap doors and 
secret entrances. 

This fantastic battlefield lies within the 
area known to the Japs as “Occupied China.”’ 
I spent several months in this territory, but 
I never grew used to having to be guided 
precariously through minefields whenever | 
approached a village. 

Outside one such North China village, every 
approach, every trail, every footpath, even 
the crops in the fields were cunningly mined 
with homemade explosives. No Jap now dares 
to touch even an innocent-looking pumpkin. 

These peasants, who formerly manufac- 
tured firecrackers, have developed mine war- 
fare to a fine art, even using hollowed rocks 
and glass jars for mines. Mine fields are laid 
in strategic sections of the highway. From 
mines, strings run through an underground 
re 


system of brick tubes to a switchboard. As 
the enemy column moves into the mine field, 
the operator calmly pulls this or that string 
on the switchboard, exploding mines like 
lights in a pinball machine. 

The villagers of late have grown even bold- 
er, taunting the Japanese’s vaunted Bushido 
spirit with anti-Japanese slogans on flags or 
hung on scarecrows in the fields. When these 
explode as the Japanese attempt to pull them 
down, the enemy thereafter swallows his 
pride and ignores them. Overnight the slogans 
multiply by the thousands, remain undis- 
turbed though few are actually mined. 


They Mine Everything 


LiteRALLY everything in sight is mined. 
Road ruts are dug up and mines carefully 
buried. An old auto tire is rolled lightly over 
the surface where the wheels of the vehicles 
have been. After a few Japanese trucks are 
blown up this way, Jap drivers thereafter 
bump along on the ridges between the ruts. 
Should the truck bog down, guerrilla snipers 
suddenly appear, showering grenades to de- 
molish truck and drivers. 

When the Japanese crash through the mine 
fields, they. are met at the village gates by 
blasts from wooden cannon. These cannon 
are about 10 feet long, made of hardwood 
logs, with the hollowed barrels sometimes 
lined with metal. The outsides are tightly 
wound with stolen Japanese telephone wire. 


The cannons fire bits of glass, nails and stones. 
A hole is cut into the side of a house. The 
camouflaged muzzle opens flush with the out- 
side wall facing the city gate. An officer 
watches from a peephole and orders the crew 
to fire when the enemy reaches the target. 

When attacking Japanese finally drive into 
the village, they stumble over innumerable 
booby traps im the streets, houses and 
alleyways. They are grenaded from every roof 
top, shot at from every doorway 

Then suddenly there is a mysterious lull. 
Not a single villager is to be found. And a 
new phase of warfare begins —— subterranean 
warfare. This is something hard to believe 
unless you have seen it with your own eyes, 
as I have. 

In the early days of the war the villagers 
dug cellars under their houses to hide from 
the invaders. The Japanese found these easily 
and rooted the people out. Neighbors in one 
village connected each other’s cellars, until 
the whole village was a warren of tunnels. 
But when the Japanese came again, they 
surrounded the village and drove the peo- 
ple to the surface with fire, smoke and 
water 

Then the villagers dug an amazing system 
of tunnels linking hundreds of villages for 
miles around, built on a scale that makes 
New York’s subway system seem like a toy 
railway by comparison. The more elaborate 
of the tunnels are big enough to house the

people with their livestock, and are equipped 
with food, fuel and water for an extended 
siege. 

The Japanese discovered that the tunnels 
ran in straight lines from one village to the 
next. They dug deep circular trenches in the 
fields outside a village until they had laid 
open a connecting subway. They were thus 
able to isolate one village from another and 
subject it to a concentrated attack 


800 Villagers Trapped 


Art Pel TAN village, about 30 miles south 
of Paoting on the Peiping-Hankow railway, 
the Japanese decided to teach the North 
China tunnel fighters a lesson. Sectioning off 
a half mile of exposed tunnel, they pumped 
gas into both ends, asphyxiating 800 trapped 
villagers. 

Undaunted, the peasants devised new de- 
signs. Tunnels were built zigzag, up and down 
and switchback, connecting with independent, 
subsidiary tunnel systems at different levels. 
All entrances were provided with simple anti- 
gas devices. Further provision was made to 
wall up and section off any portion of the 
tunnel system entered or exposed by the 
enemy. 

Should the Japanese force their way into 
the shafts, they would run into innumerable 
traps. Crawling through a narrow tunnel 
opening, a Jap soldier might well set off a 
mine, be trap-doored into a spiked pit or 
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have his head lopped off by a village husky. 

I recall’ inspecting one such tunnel system 
with its main entrance just a couple of miles 
from the headquarters of a Jap battalion. 

The tunnel consisted of a series of upright 
and inverted U’s connected by manholes. 
It could be defended from the inside with a 
baseball bat. My guide gave me details of 
its construction, its history and all its secret 
defense features. Then | noticed a badge he 
wore over his heart. 

“Oh that? That’s a Good Citizen Certifi- 
cation from the commander of the Japanese 
garrison.’’ He grinned. The Japanese 
thought he was their “‘spy,”” but actually 
he was the trusted ally of the villagers. 

Since every bit of food, fuel and anything 
of possible value is taken underground when 
the Japs do attack, they find little comfort 
in burning the houses. This is a difficult job 
anyway because of the extra thick mud walls 


and mud roofs. 
The Japs Are Afraid 


Moreover, the Japs dare not remain away 
from their blockhouses. They fear a sudden 
appearance of Eighteenth Group Army Regu- 
lars, formerly the Eighth Route Army, and 
guerrillas for whom these tunnels are hiding 
places by day and bases of operation against 
the enemy at night. 

Once the Japanese tried a Hollywood stunt 
on the underground. They brought up a 
phonograph with a loud speaker. A suicide 
squad was left behind to play sound-effects 
records of passing trucks and marching feet, 
to suggest to the villagers below that their 
village was still under occupation. 

The villagers soon noted that there were 
hu attendant vibrations in the sound of mov- 


ing trucks. Discovering the trick, they cap- . 


tured the Japanese and now use the phono 
graph for concerts. 

The Japanese have become discouraged 
Today they are concentrating on building 
thousands of blockhouses. To_impress and 
confuse the ever-watching villagers, the 
enemy forces constantly are on the move be- 
tween this and that blockhouse. 

Occasionally trucks are sent out with “‘rein- 
lorcements.”” While a truck might appear 
loaded with troops, only a half dozen or 
so are actually real. The rest are inflated 
rubber dummies. Chinese snipers often punc- 
ture these dummies with well-aimed shots, to 
show their contempt. 

Some of the blockhouses are subjected to 

incessant nervous warfare waged by neighbor- 
ing villagers. They set off firecrackers in tin 
<ans. They toss dogs into moats surrounding 
the blockhouses. As the dogs flounder around, 
yelping and trying to scale the slippery walls, 
the Japs think an attacking party is storming 
the blockhouse. When they discover the trick 
and relax their vigilance, guerrilla raiders steal 
up and attack the fort. 


Besieged for 28 Days 


ONE of the largest strongpoints was once 
under 28 days’ siege. Villagers finally took 
it after they had collected dogs from miles 
around, slaughtered them, and placed their 
carcasses near the fortress. In the blistering 
sun, the carcasses quickly decayed. The 
stench drove the Japs to abandon the fortress 
and fight their way through the encirclement. 

Thus do the simple people of North China 
fight back with little more than their bare 
hands and a bitter hate in their hearts. They 
rejected the Japanese and his **New Or- 
der for a Greater East Asia.”’ challenged 
him to do his worst to enforce it. 

More than once, by matching sheer native 
wits and ingenuity against the enemy’s mod- 
ern weapons, they have inflicted sizable and 
humiliating defeats upon him. There ts, for 
example, the battle of Per Yang Tien Lake. 

Some months ago the Japanese banned the 
shooting of wild ducks in the Pei Yang Tien 
Lake area, about 50 miles south of Peiping. 
Che villagers refused to heed the order. So 
the Japanese sent a fleet of motorboats and 
steam launches to police the shallow lake. 


Bazooka Sinks Motorboats 


For hunting, -the villagers had developed 
a “‘big-shoulder-fire-gun”’ a 10-foot tube 
fired like a bazooka. By hiding in the lake- 
shore’s tall reeds, the villagers potted away 
at the passing motorboats. When more than 
40 of these were sunk, the Japanese became 
eaatistry 

In the nuddle of the lake they built a huge 
fortived ratt bristling with machine guns and 
deck-cannon. Watchers in crow’s nests scanned 
the lakeshores with powerful binoculars. The 
machine guns and cannon opened fire at the 
slightest movement. Bazooka-sniping lake- 
men thereafter came out only at night. 

When the crops in adjacent fields were 
harvested, thousands of villagers gathered 
one night and quietly opened the dikes, 
allowing the lake water to spill into the fields. 
\t dawn the alarmed Japs saw the water level 
dropping. They stripped the raft of its guns, 
eguipment and personnel and scooted through 
the lake’s river outlet toward Tientsin. 

3efore they left they set the battleship 
afire. The spectacle was viewed by thousands 
of villagers with glee. They lined the shores 
shouting, dancing and clapping their hands 
like pleased children. When the dikes were 
repaired, the lake filled up again and the 
ducks returned. Today, the villagers once 
again are hunting ducks. The End

The fans shouted, but 
Connie Mack shook his 
fist. It cost $5,000... 


NONNIE. MACK, 82-year-old man- 
C ager of the Philadelphia Ath- 
letics, is @ kindly person. His 62 
years in baseball have been marked 
by few displays of emotion. 

When the Athletics made their 
famous 10-run rally in the fourth 
game of the 1929 World Series he 
merely wigwagged his score card a 
bit faster. Even when Burleigh 
Grimes thumbed his nose at him 
in 1931, Connie merely smiled. 

Yet he once shook his fist at 
Babe Ruth -— and that gesture 
cost him $5,000. 

On the 30th of May some 
years ago, the Athletics played at 
the Yankee Stadium. On the club 
was a new, left-handed pitcher in 
his late 20's. He had sold himself 
to Connie Mack after a season 
with New Haven. But he wasn't 
a success. Every time he stepped 
out of the dugout fans would 
shout, ““Take him out!’ 

The left-hander had pleaded for 
one last chance, and Conme had 


given it to him — on a conditional 


basis. That is, the Athletics agreed 
to pay the pitcher’s $5,000 pur- 
chase price if they kept him after 
May 30. 


Back to New Haven? 


TuHat very morning, Mack made 
up his mind to send the young 
pitcher back to New Haven. He 
ordered the train ticket. 

Eddie Rommel was the starting 
pitcher that day for the Athletics. 
As Rommel started to warm up, 
the young left-hander went to his 
locker. There he found the ticket 
for New Haven. 

The young fellow felt a terrific 
emptiness. But he changed his 
shirt, and went back to the bench. 
Then Connie Mack tapped him 
on the shoulder. *‘You're the 
relief pitcher today,”” he said. 

The Yankees scored two runs in 
the first inning. Babe Ruth hit a 
homer with one man on base in the 
fourth, to give his team a 4-2 lead. 
When the Athletics came to bat 
in the sixth inning, Bing Miller 
hit a home-run with Sammy Hale 
and Chick Galloway on base. The 
Athletics went out in front 5-4. 

In the seventh inning, Connie 
Mack called for his relief pitcher 
He patted the young left-hander on 


the back. And for two innings the 
Yanks went out in regular order. 
Wally Schang, first Yank at bat 
in the ninth inning, fanned; then 
Everett Scott was caught at first 
for the second out. The Athletics 
breathed a sigh of relief. Only one 
more man to go! But Joe Bush got 
a one-base hit. Then the left-hander 
hit Aaron Ward with a pitched 
ball; and Joe Dugan made first 
base after his easy grounder took 
a bad hop against Chick Gallo- 
way’'s chest. 
The bases were loaded. And it 
was Babe Ruth’s turn at bat! 
As the Babe walked to the plate, 
a wave of futilty engulfed the 
pitcher. Tomorrow, he knew, he 
would be back in New Haven — 
in the minors and oblivion. 
With a shrug of despair he 
looked at Catcher Frank Bruggy 
for a signal. But Bruggy was look- 
ing for a sign from Connie to bring 
in another pitcher. 


He Defied the Babe 


Connie Mack got to his feet, and 
the young hurler’s heart sank.

Hospital Artist 


BY JERRY BRONDFIELD 


A sterile gown is Mary Lorenc’s work uniform 


This girl attends operations 


and pictures what goes on.. 


AREER-BOUND women sometimes get 
C sidetracked onto mighty interesting 
ventures. Take Mary Lorenc. There aren't 
more than 25 women in America ~~ if that 
many --- who do what she does for a living. 

Mary Lorenc is a medical illustrator. 
Nearly every major medical college and 
most of the larger hospitals in the nation 
have illustrators who ply their craft in 
operating rooms, sketching the stages of 
special or unusual operations. 

Doing this, Miss Lorenc has to be a com- 
bination artist-acrobat. She stands on a 
stool, peers over the surgeon’s shoulder 
But often her vision is obscured by the 
operating surgeon or by one of his assistants. 

Then she must scramble off her perch, 
duck under busy arms, squeeze out of the 
way of quick-moving nurses, and almost 
float above the operating field to get an 
unopposed view of things. Sketching all the 
while, of course. And although she wears 
sterile gown, cap and mask, Miss Lorenc 
can never come in bodily contact with 
patient or surgeon. 

Miss Lorenc, a slim, hazel-eyed New 
Yorker who is on the staff of the New York 
University College of Medicine, has worked 
on operations taking three hours and more. 
She is not a doctor but she must not squirm 
or lose control of herself. So far she hasn't. 


Cameras Can’t Do It 


Iris necessary that every important Step of 
an operation be scientifically and accurately 
recorded. A camera cannot do this. A cam- 
era depicts only the surface — an artist can 
simulate hidden tissues. Movies are used, 
however, for lectures. 

When perfecting new techniques a sur- 
geon may be successful once, twice, with his 
method, but this is not conclusive. It must 
work dozens of times before publication 
in a medical journal. Sometimes he alters 
his method, but he must have a clear, 
chronological picture of what has happened. 

Mary Lorenc became a medical illustra- 
tor quite by accident. She had been working 
in the New York Public Library. In her 
spare time she went to art school, but she 


didn’t think she was getting enough out of 
the class. So she enrolled in an anatomy 
class at New York University College of 
Medicine. 

One of the surgeons one day asked her 
to pinch-hit as a medical illustrator on a 
minor operation. That was 10 years ago. 
Shortly after, she was offered a full-time 
staff job by the college, has been at it since. 

A knowledge of human anatomy is a 
prime requisite for her job. Miss Lorenc 
must be able to sketch an operation with- 
out an explanatory word from the busy sur- 
geon, if necessary. But she usually huddles 
in advance with the surgeon, who describes 
the nature of the task ahead, the unusual 
things he expects to encounter, the “things 
he wants her to emphasize. 


“Shorthand Sketches’’ 


Menory also plays a big part. Things 
may progress too quickly for her to trans- 
mit everything to paper. Then she makes 
‘shorthand sketches,’’ depending on her 
memory to fashion the completed drawing 
which may take anywhere from three hours 
to three days, longer if the doctor wants it 
in color. Most illustrations are line work as 
it is better for reproduction; the detail 1s 
almost microscopic in its completeness. 

Miss Lorenc’s understanding of anatomy 
has been helpful even to surgeons. When she 
cannot be present at an operation it some- 
times is possible for her to work from a dic- 
tated description. Once, listening to such 
a description she looked up puzzled from 
her sketch book, commented that it seemed 
anatomically impossible to her. The secre- 
tary checked the notes, found she was right. 

It may not sound like much to the lay- 
man, but she has stared fascinated at aortic 
arches. These arches still have function- 
al value in certain lower forms of ani- 
mals but have long since ceased to exist 
in man. 

“I can’t escape the tingle that leaps up 
my spine,’ she says, ‘“‘when I see a rare 
structure which might occur once in a thou- 
sand cases or happen twice in a row.” 

The tingle does not prevent her from 
swiftly and accurately transferring the 
drama from the operating table to her sketch 
pad. But that’s when she comes closest to 
falling off her stool. 
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ATCH TO POT sweet corn, Gol- 

den Bantam sweet corn, is in 
the winter markets by way of the 
freezer. The plump perfect ears, milk 
and sugar blest, measure six inches 
long, each individually wrapped.

A seven- 
year experiment conducted by the 
Poultry Scientists of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture proves that 
egg-shell qualities are inheritable; 


that is, chickens can be bred to lay 


strong armoured eggs. A white Leg- 
horn family line has been developed 
by the experts in which the hens lay 


only tough-shelled eggs, larger and 
much less porous than the average. 
The day may come when we shall 
need a little silver hatchet at table 
to get the shell off the three-minute 
“hen fruit.” 


BISON STEAKS of the wild-west 
days return to the meat counters. 
Give thanks to a modern Buffalo 
Bill, Edwin Butters, a young farmer 
of Coldwater, Michigan, who has 
stocked his 230-acre farm with a 
buffalo breeding herd to raise meat 
for big-city markets. First carloads 
have been received in New York 
City, the meat dressed in virtually 
the same cuts as beef. Bison flesh is 
slightly aweeter than beef, a trifle 
darker, but as tender when taken 
from animals under five years of age. 
No red points to pay, but a luxury 
price. Steaks and roasts run around 
$1.25 a pound, stew and ragout 
meat 85 cents and 75 cents for a 
pound of bison-burgers. 


SAUCEPAN RESEARCH — Cook 
potatoes unpeeled if you would pre- 
serve the most of their food values. 
And boiling beats baking. Potatoes 
baked in their skins lose twice as 
much vitamin C and three times as 
much thiamin or vitamin B, as pota- 
toes boiled in their jackets. Turnip 
tops cooked 30 minutes yield twice 
as much vitamin C as when cooked 
half a day in the old Southern man- 
ner. Oatmeal prepared over the 
direct flame, cooked but two and a 
half minutes, loses almost none of 
its vitamin B, content. Cooked for 
30 minutes in double-boiler fashion, 
the thiamin loss is about 30 per cent, 
almost 15 times greater.
